Asserting that “old and 
familiar problems continue 
to confront our people with 
little of no prospects of 
resolutions,” Mrs. Ryan 
declared that “the country 
lacks both executive and 
legislative leadership.” 

Noting that 1976 marks 
the Bicentennial of the 
signing of the Declaration 
of Independence, and the 
187th year of the U.S. Con- 
stitution, she charged that 
the “basic principles of 
each document are being 
flouted.” 

_“The Declaration of 200 
years ago,” she said, “is a 
splendid statement of our 
hope and our aspiration.” 
However, she added, “The 
U.S. Constitution, ratified 
some 13 years later, is a 
superb ‘supreme law’ in- 
tended to create the ‘more 
perfect union’ serving ‘we, 
the people.’ But, said Mrs.

The CMACAO Al-- 
coholism Program has 
been the life saving 
business since 1970, 
answering distress signals 
from hundreds of persons 
who are victims of Alcohol 
addiction. Since 1970, over 
1700 clients have béen 
treated and counselled, 
according to Leroy Bright, 
the energetic. and hard- 


working Alcoholism 
director. 
Bright indicated that al~ 


coholism is the country's 
leading health problem, a 
condition which afflicts 10 
million persons. 

“Although some people 
would argue that heart 
disease and cancer are the 
major health problems in 
this country, ! maintain that 
the major health problem 
is alcohol addiction 
because | take into ac- 
count the fact that each 
victim. of alcohol addic- 
tion touches the lives of at 
least four other people,” 
Bright explained. 

Bright said the CMACAO 
Aicoholism Program 
moved to its new location 
on E. Long St. in order to 
serve more clients and to 
have a more direct link to 
the community it serves. 

Aided by an intensive 
outreach effort, the staff 
consults with many clients 
each day. And each day 
the staff exemplifies their 
fundamental philosophy: 
“there is never = an

To Find His Niche. 

The treatment process in 
the CMACAO Alcoholism 
Program is a multi-faceted 
set of psycho-sociological 
techniques aimed ° at 
inducing behavior change- 
a process that can be 
loosely described as 

~ behavior meaii ‘sa. The 

client's progress is ‘not 
measured by how quickly 
he achieves. absolute 
sobriety; instead, his 
progress is measured by 
his adaptation to the world 
around him, by his self- 
awareness. 

“We try to help the 
suffering alcoholic find his 
niche. We’want him to feel 
that he is a worthwhile 
human being-who has a 
right to happiness,” the al- 
coholism director 
continued. 

Although sobriety is the 
ultimate goal of the pro- 
gram, the clients are not 
pressured. They are 
carefully guided, from the 
day they walk into the 
office, to a condition of 
functionally. Functionality 
is a slow, mentally taxing 
process of moving from a 
fifth-of liquor a day to- a 
pint, and from a pint to a 
few drinks. From a few 
drinks the client moves to 
abstinance. The client then 
measures his_steps one 
day at a time. 

his time consuming 
therapy is evident even on 
the preliminary activities 
that occur-during a client's

Who. Is the Alcoholic? 

Bright explained that 
drinking too much does 
not make one an alcoholic. 

“Alcoholism is a disease 
that can strike anyone 
regardiess of social 
position, intelligence level, 
emotional maturity, 
previous drinking patterns, 
or moral values,” he said. 
Bright. added that the 
alcoholic's body is unable 
to process alcohol 
properly and his drinking, 
subsequently, goes 
haywire. 

“Every drink he takes 
leads him closer to a 
complete loss of control 
and to a slower death 
because he cannot handle 
it,” he explained. ; 


While the disease is pro- 
gressive and incurable, it 
canbe checked by simply

The third step is the case 
assessment. Both the 
counselor and the client 
make a list of all the 
client's needs. Sometimes 
the need may be basic—his 
ie may need food, 
clothing, or shelter; or he 
may need to go immediate- 
ly to the detoxification 
center. Often the 
counselor may have to 
consult with the public 
school counselor about 
the educational blems 
of the client's children.

Milan Matsh and secretary-treasurer Warren Smith, in 
an obvious retalitory act, demanded that Rhodes fire 
Helen Evans, the black director of the Dept. of 
industrial-Relations, along with her deputy director, 
Sam J. McAdow. 

The labor bosses, picking up where the Democrats 
left off, charged Mrs. Evans with conspiring with the 
U.S. Labor Dept. to scuttle Ohio's job safety 
enforcement program, which is partially funded by the 
federal government. ‘ 

Rhodes, of course, ignored the request. Mrs. Evans, 

at a news conference, branded the charges as 
irresponsible criticism, and that the union leaders are 
angry because Rhodes fired Steppins. “It's nothing 
but politics,” she charged. : 
. Steppins, in the meantime, won a_ temporary 
restraining order from U.S. District Judge Joseph 
Kinneary, preventing his removal and prohibiting 
Rhodes from appointing anyone else to the OIC post. 
The case Is to be decided later by a three-judge 
Federal Court. 

While there have been numerous charges flying 
from one side of the political spectrum to the other, 
the Steppins incident is certain to win a place in 
history, since it established an Ohio precedent.

Failure Of U.S, Angola Policy 


Washington's efforts to intervene in Angola's civil 
wer, through a massive infusion of arms, money and 
training support, is doomed to failure. 

The reason ties not in the rights and wrongs of the 
contending factions but in a history of neglect of 
black. Africa. and indifference to its paramount 
concerns. 

Our government has little influence in Africa today 
because it supported the European colonial powers 
up to’ the bitter end, and even today follows a 
conciliatory’ policy toward the racist South African 
government that maintains an apartheid system and 
oppresses its black majority. 

in_Angola, despite putting some nationalist leaders 
on the CIA payroll, Washington poured military aid 
into the old Portuguese dictatorship, aid that was 
quickly funneled into Portugal's African colonies, 
pirreries Meats ig to fight rebels battling for 
indepen ce. ; 

What makes the Angolan mess even worse is the 
presence of the South African army fighting in 
support of the faction we are backing. 

Yes, the Popular Movement forces are supplied with 
advanced Russian _Russian-advisors, Cuban.

ut from the African point of view, bad as these 
outsiders may be, they can't compare with troops 
from a South African regime that condemns its black 
majority to sub-human living conditions and strips 
them of basic human rights. 

So in Angola, the U.S. Is allied with South Atrica 
against a black movement that has been recognized 
by many nations while the side we support has very 
limited support. 

The point Americans ought to consider is whether 
we want to be in a position in which we are allied with 
an internationally-abhored country and intervening in 
an African civil war that could become anothe 
Vietnam. ' 

The lessons that must be drawn from American 
impotence in Angola is that our historic neglect of 
African liberation movements and support for colonial 
powers has left us bereft of the natural reservoir of 

oodwill that should have been ours on the 
ntinent. Many African leaders were educated here, 
and: many more admire -the principles. of democracy. 
But that potential goodwill has been thrown away by 
one Administration after another that refused to 
recognize African rights to independence and 
necessary economic aid. 

The Russian and Cuban intervention should be 
condemned too. [t holds the threat of turning the 
African continent into a field of cold war rivalry, and 
African differences’ must be settled ts Africans 
themselves, not by the new imperalists in Moscow or 
their hired guns: ‘ 

The near-hysteria surrounding the prospects of 
Russian domination of Angola's resources if the 
Popular Movement wins is impractical from many 
points of view. The nationalist fervor that led freedom 
fighters to resist the Portuguese for so many years 
will also operate to frustrate the Russians in. any 
power grab they may attempt. ' 

An American policy of non-involvement, assistance 
to African groups seeking a political solution, 
disapproval of South America intervention, and open 
diplomacy to establish ties of mutual respect with the 

ment that emerges from the fighting is bound 
“to do us a jot more good in the long run than being 
drawn into an affair that is none of our business. , 

Such a policy would win respect for our country 
throughout the continent and is bound to result in 
backlash effect that resents Russian intrusions. The 
Russians are ahead now simply because they've 
never been bogged down by supporting colonial 
powers, but that lead is of necessity short-lived’ 

The African policy of our has been one 
of having no policy. The conflict in Angola points up 
the dangers of that stance. But it also provides us 
with- an. opportunity to construct a sound policy 


- toward Africa, a Continent that is of growing 


importance and one that has fo used for either the 
CIA or the KGB, but looks fof understanding and. 
friendship.
